CONCRETE BUILDINGS. 


STRENGTH AND ARTISTIC 


EFFECT, 


It has been frequently urged by technical 
writers that the term concrete signifies to the 
expert something very different from that 
used and understood by the average builder's 
labourer. To the latter it probably conveys 
merely the idea of a mixture, sometimes 
measured and sometimes not, of ballast and 
sand with a certain proportion of cement, 
and brought to a sloppy consistency by the 
addition of a certain quantity of water. 

Such a conglomeration will, doubtless, set 
quite hard and produce an apparently strong 
result; in fact, for many purposes there is no 
particular necessity to trouble about any more 
exacting details of preparation. 

To the modern specialist, however, concrete 
is a very different proposition, which, if it is 
to be employed to the best advantage, and 
used in structures the design of which in- 
volves precise mathematica! calculations, 
necessitates technical knowledge of a high 
order, and considerable practical experience 
too 


The selection of the materials for the aggre- 
gate, together with their gauging and grad- 
ing, are matters deem worthy of the 
greatest care, whilet with regard to the 
cement. the expert leaves nothing to chance, 
and is not content merely with the assurance 
that any particular brand of Portland cement 
complies with the requirements of the British 
standard specification 

The yital question of mixing cannot, of 
course, be given too much attention, whether 
for “ precast’ or “in situ” methods of con- 
struction. 

It is rather an extraordinary fact—at any 


that the use of concrete is, as a rule, only 
contemplated when there is a reasonable 
prospect of a saving of cost as against the 
use of bricks or other available materials. 
The quality of strength is seldom given the 
consideration it deserves. Concrete blocks, 
for example, if properly made, are stronger 
than the normal brick, possessing much 
greater crushing resistance, and, further, con- 
crete gains strength with age. 

One of the objections most frequently raised 
against the use of concrete for exterior wall- 
ing is that the material renders it difficult 
to obtain an artistic appearance, and produces 
monotony in elevations, This may have been 
the ease in times past, but the objection is 
unfounded at the present time, The earl 
efforts at attaining architectural and artistic 
effects in conerete facades were unsuccessful 
mainly se it was generally attempted 

camonflage the concrete by means of applied 

cings or other materials, It is now realised 
by deas “> concrete Sa. needs - 
apology as & facing material if. properly 
re nan á Many of the fine structures at the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wembley pro- 
vide striking demonstrations of the possi- 
bilities of concrete when applied to exterior 
elevations. In several important housing 
schemes, too, most artistic effects have been 
obtained by varying both the colour and 
texture of the concrete blocks. 

By the introduction of the best iron oxides 
into the concrete ‘mixture before moulding, 
many pleasing variations of colour can be 
obtained, whilst by the use of modern 
machines it is easily possible to produce 
surfaces of many different textures, so that 
architects are enabled to secure charming 
effects and considerable individuality in the 
design of honses of all types. 

The combination of strength,: durability, 
and artistic possibilities is an attribute of a 
eoncrete that requires to be more emphasised. 
No other building material possesses this 
versa asset to a greater extent than con- 
cr .

L.G.D. ULTIMATUM TO 
FERMOY C.C. 


At a meeting of Fermoy Urban Council the 
Clerk read the following letter received from 
the Local Government Department under date 
@ 2ist February — 

“With reference to your letter of the 6th 
inst., relative to the amended tender received 
by the Fermoy Urban District Council for the 
erection of eight houses under the Working 
Classes Acts, Í am directed by the Minister 
for Local Government to point out that the 
cost of building (excluding the provision of 
sewers and water mains) remans at the sum 
of £590, even if the reductions indicated in 
the enclosure to your letter are effected, It 
will be observed that in arriving at this figure 
reduction No. 5 has been eliminated, as it is 
merely problematical.

In Yorkshire the Keighley Borough Council 
have accepted the tender of the Borough 
Brick Company, of Nelson, Lancashire, for 
constructing in East parade a trial section 
of about 100 yards in length. The cost of 
this section is 8s, ld. per square yard, which 
compares favourably with the cost of bitu- 
minous road surfacing. The surface of the 
existing road, which is composed of granite 
setts, old and badly worn, will be taken np 
and a ¢oncrete foundation laid to receive the 
brick surfacing. In this case all the bricks 
will be laid on edge. 

In Lancashire a trial section of about 50 
yards in length is being laid down in Bruns- 
wick street, Nelson. In this case also the 
bricks are being. supplied by the Borough 
Brick Company, of Nelson, Lancs., who have 
agreed to a similar arrangement for deferred 
payment. Samples of all the bricks to be 
used in these three trial sections have been 
tested in the Rattler machine, belonging to 
the British Paving Brick Association. 

These three experimental sections have been 
definitely decided upon, but it is highly 
probable that particulars of other sections to 
be constructed in various districts of Lanca- 
shire and also in Gloucestershire will be 
available in due course. 

Another important point is the elimination 
of skidding, In 1909, after the recurrence of 
serions accidents and after exhaustive’ trials 
of a number of different types of road surfaces, 
the Speedway motor racing track at Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, U.S.A., was paved through- 
out with brick, the total length being 2} miles. 
No skidding has occurred on this track, and 
the record for 500 miles is at the rate of 89.4 
miles an hour. Impermeabilitvy is another 
advantage claimed for brick paving, It is not 
desirable that the bricks should be completely 
impermeable, as they would then tend to be 
brittle, but euitable bricks can be manufactured 
which will not absorb more than 5 per cent. 
of their weight of water. Perhans the most 
striking quality claimed for brick surfacing 
is its durability. American examples show 
that brick roads ean Jast in perfect condition 
for over thirty years without costing a penny 
in repairs. Striking examples are the roads 
subjected to the heavy steel traffic in Cleve- 
land, in the United States, which were |; id 
on dry foundations thirty years ago. Within 
the last twelve months these highways heve 
been disturbed in order to lay tramways, and 
it was found that they were perfectly diy 
underneath and that there had been no m>ove- 
ment in the foundation.

FERRO-CONCRETE ROAD 
LIGHTHOUSE. 


At Congleton, Cheshire, Sir Henry May- 
bury, Director-General of Roads, Ministry of 
Transport, opened a road lighthouse, built of 
ferro-concrete, standing 28ft. high, and 
situated at the bend of Rood Hill, which is 
considered to be one of the most dangerous 
places in the country, and which hag claimed 
many victimes.

Change to Low 
Gear.’ The wording is illuminated at night 
by incandescent gas burners of 2,000 candle- 
power.

The Army Crisis. 


Arrests in a Dublin public-house on 
Tuesday night have resiited in the com- 
pulsory resignation of three members of 
the Army Council and the voluntary 
resignation of the fourth member, General 
Mulcahy, who was also Minister for 
Defence in the Free State Government. In 
Dail Eireann last night these astonishing 
events were the subject of explanations 
which the public will read with bewilder- 
ment and alarm. The technical cause of 
the resignations was the fact that the ten 
arrests were made by the Army Council’s 
orders in neglect of terms of surrender 
which President Cosgrave, with the con- 
currence of the Commander-in-Chief, 
General O’Duffy, had offered to the 
mutinous and absconding officers, General 
Mulcahy took the view—the plain soldier's 
view—that the arrests were necessary 
under the Defence Forces Act; and he 
stil] takes the view that the apparent con- 
donation of mutiny is likely to be in- 
jurious to the Army’s discipline. The 
Executive Council, on the other hand, 
holds that abnormal conditions justify 
abnormal treatment, and that its plans 
for the reform of the Army were preju- 
diced by the arrests. It had decided 
already that the new Commander-in-Chief 
must have a free hand; and yesterday, 
going further, it decided to make a clean 
sweep of the Army Council. This decision, 
Mr. O'Higgins suggested, merely has been 
precipitated by the arrests, since the 
Army situation, which “has been un- 
sound for some considerable time,” 
demands new men and new methods. 
President Cosgrave has undertaken to add 
to his already heavy burdens the duties 
of the Ministry of Defence, 

The country, as we have said, will be 
perplexed and alarmed. It will be per- 
plexed by the apparent conflict between 
the Government’s ends and the Govern- 
ment’s means. Everybody wil] agree with 
Mr. O’Higgins that the establishment of 
discipline in the Army is a vital necessity ; 
but most people, we think, will have much 
sympathy with General Mulcahy’s posi- 
tion. Mutiny has been condoned, and 
resignation has been the fate of those re- 
sponsible persons who refused to condone 
it. Soldiers are simple men, but they can 
put “two and two together,” The “two 
and two ” in this case are represented by 
the facts that the mutinous ultimatum 
demanded the removal of the Army 
Council and that the Army Council has 
been removed: The people will be 
alarmed by Mr. O’Higgins’s revelations 
concerning the moral of the Nationa] 
Army, although, of course, they have not 
been without uncomfortable suspicions on 
the subject. The Minister's words were 
grave—“ factious organisations and socie- 
ties” and “cleavages’’—and we may be 
sure that he has not exaggerated the truth. 
Indeed, yesterday's decisions and explana- 
tions would have been thoroughly dis- 
couraging if they had not been redeemed 
by the outstanding fact of the Govern. 
ment’s apparently resolute intention to 
probe the Army’s defects to the core and 
to put it on a sound basis of discipline 
and efficiency without further delay. It 
is unfortunate, however, that, as the 
result of a coincidence of events, this in- 
tention should seem to have gained an 
impetus from threats, It is unfortunate 
that the Executive Council should be 
divided on an issue on which the country 
is not divided. It is unfortunate that, if, 
indeed, a crisis has been survived, neither 
the Government nor individual Ministers 
have survived it- without some loss. of 

:estige and influence. | 


gained if the Government will decide now 
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in the matter of unemployment, and must 
provide opportunities of work for the 
thousands of men who have been, or are 
about to be, demobilised. The Army is 
the State’s most urgent problem, and the 
Government can afford to have no illusions 
on the subject. The one word “ security” 
spells the whole difference between present 
conditions in Denmark and in Greece, in 
Belgium and in Mexico. Our Free State 
will enjoy no real security until it can put 
utter faith in its Army, and such faith is 
impossible so long as the conditions of 
which Mr. O’Higgins spoke yesterday 
continue to exist. With what prospect of 
success could Mr. Blythe attempt, at this 
moment, to float a new National Loan? 


Doles and Work. 


ome remarkable figures were published 
yesterday by the British Minister for 
Labour in regard to the cost of 
unemployment benefits, During the five 
years since the war this particular 
luxury .has cost Great Britain no less 
than £171,000,000. The worst year was 
1921-1922, when £70,000,000 were ox- 
pended. The cost fell suddenly in 1922- 
1923 to £48,000,000, and it is estimated 
that this year no more than £40,000,000 
will be required. Apologists of the. 
“dole” have a very plausible case. They 
argue in effect, that without it a revolu- 
tion would have been inevitable in Britain 
during the lean years that followed the 
Great War. The remarkable “boom” of 
the early months of 1919 came to a very 
sudden end. Men who had been earning— 
and, incidentally, spending—‘‘ big money ' 
during the war, making ammunitions or 
in other war work, found themselves, 
almost without warning, on the streets, 
penniless and without prospects of work. 
The labour market was flooded with ex- 
Service men who had left the Army with 
extravagant promises ringing in their 
ears. Work was at a premium, and 
within a few months the list of un- 
employed assumed the most alarming 
dimensions. Mr. Lloyd George, ever an 
opportunist, recognised the potential 
danger to the stability of the State, and 
encouraged the “dole” system. Every 
man out of work was assured of at least 
sufficient money to provide himself and 
his family with the bare necessaries of | 
life, and, according to Mr. Lloyd George 
and his friends, this assurance saved 
Britain from a terrible social upheaval. 
When one remembers the history of other 
belligerent countries since the war, one is 
forced to admit that there may be a 
certain amount of truth in this point of 
view. _ Bolshevism gained a footing in 
almost every other country, and Britain 
alone escaped anything in the nature of 
serious social unrest. The time has come, 
however, when the problem of the “dole” 
must be regarded not as a desperate ex- 
pedient, but rather as a cold economic 
“ proposition.” As such it is thoroughly 
bad. £40,000,000 is a very large sum of 
money, and its expenditure in an abso- 
lutely unproductive manner hardly can 
be justified on any economic basis. Surely 
it is high time that organised Labour 
should be made to bear the burden of 
unemployment and that the taxpayer 
should be freed from this serious burden. 
The Socialist Governmént, unfortunately, 
seems to think that the evil ought to be 
extended, and, if some of its members 
have their way, half the population of 
Great Britain soon will be living on the 
contributions of the other half. As a 
temporary measure the “ dole’’ may have 
served a useful purpose; as a permanent 
institution of State no excuse can be made 
for it. Its effects are demoralising on 


the individual and it constitutes an un- 


justifiable burden on the community. It 
encourages thriftlessness and tends to kill 
the initiative of the man who is looking 


for work.

The Olympic Games, 


Last night at the Dublin Mansion House 
a public meeting passed unanimously a 
resolution that Ireland ought to be re- 
presented at the forthcoming Olympic 
Games, All lovers of Ireland and lovers 
of sport will welcome the decision. Here 
is the first opportunity that Irish athletes 
have found of representing their own 
country at an event of this description. 
In the past Irishmen have won renown 
in the athletic world, but it has been in 
the colours of other countries. The advan- 
tages of participation are twofold. Ireland 
will be able to take her rightful place 
“among the nations,” and a great stimulus 
will be given to sport in this country. 
As was pointed out last night, Irishmen 
held more world’s “records” twenty 
years ago than any other nation, Irish 
manhood certainly has not deteriorated 
since then, but sport in Ireland has been 
overshadowed by politics and needs to be 
revived and modernised. By competing 
against the best athletes in the world st 
Paris Irishmen will learn lessons that 
should enable them to restore the glories 
of the past. We. must not be discouraged 
by failare to achieve striking results at 
the first attempt. If the effort is worthy 
of the nation and promises well for the 
future, it will have done a world of good. 
Sport has developed during recent years 
until scientific methods are essential to 
success, Careful training is necessary, 
and for this purpose the coming national 
effort must have financial support. Last 
night's meeting decided to open a sub- 
scription list with the object of defraying 
the cost of sending teams to Paris. The 
speakers made a strong case for the 
Council, and its efforts ought to be sup- 
ported unstintingly by the public, who 
can contribute in full confidence that the 
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Milwaukee, Fort William and other im- 
portant inland ports. The United States 
are enthusiastic about the project, but 
Canadian opinion hesitates, and it is ex- 

that an agreement will not be 
concluded before 1926. The Western 
Provinces of Canada favour the scheme, 
but there is considerable opposition in 
the East, notably in Quebec and Montreal. 
As the estimated cost will be between 
£50,000,000 and £100,000.000, hasty action 
is unthinkable. A joint engineering com- 
mittee of three members from Canada and 
a like number from the United States 
will investigate the problems of the 
scheme from the technical point of view. 
At the same time a Canadian national 
committee will consider the political and 
economic aspects, aud will report to Par- 
liament. If the scheme is accomplished, its 
effects will be felt outside the Continent 
of America, since freight charges from the 
West would be reduced and Canadian grain 
could be placed more cheaply on the 
European markets. The Western Provinces 
would benefit very largely, and the im- 
provement in facilities for communication 
between East and West would have far-

The persistence of Patrick as a Christian 
name in Scotland is indicative of a certain 
affinity between Ireland and Scotland. which 
is not to be found as between Ireland and 
England. © This affinity is now officially 
recognised by both the Anglican and Roman

THE REFUGEE ARMENIANS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—‘‘ Out of sight, out of mind.” Since 
the British troops left Constantinople, and 
since the last) Treaty of Peace with Turkey, 
we have heard little in the Press of the 
Armenians and their sufferings. ©The last 
quarterly Friend of Armenia.gives, however, 
a sad account of the needs of Armenian 
refugees. 

Captain Gracey is uow secretary at the 
London office. He knows the Armenians well 
—bettér, according to the testimony of 
Lieutenant-Colone] Luxmore, than any other 
Englishman. He has had many years’ ex- 
perience oí. work among them, raising bat- 
talions, conveying them to safety across 
mountainous districts and administering 
relief. At one time he was captured by 
Bolsheviks, and he spent nine months in a 
Russian prison. In an appeal published last 
October he wrote: “ Now is the day of our 
opportunity to rally round our workers and 
to support them in such a way as will gladden 
their hearts." 

These workers (American missionaries 
chiefly) always write most gratefully of the 
gifts sent to them, while they give sad 
accounts of the misery which they find in the 
various refugee camps. The refugees are 
scattered over a wide area from Corfu and 
Greece to Beirut. I subjoin a list of contribu- 
tions received since my previous letter. They

The Capital Levy. 


Mr. Walter Guinness was successful in 
the Parlianientary ballot of the House of 
Commons this afternoon and announced 
that on this day fortnight he would call 
attention to the capital levy and would 
move a resolution. The statement was 
received with a perfect howl from the 
Government benches; for discussions on 
such a mixed question as the capital levy 
are not in fashion just at present. 


Singapore. 

The Opposition do not intend to let the 
decision of the Government on the Singa 
pore naval base pass without a struggle. 
Mr. Amery will move a reduction of the 
Navy Vote next week in order to secure a 
debate on the question. The Government, 
however, is unlikely to be moved or 
affected by the protest; for it will have 
the support of the Liberals to defeat tho 
proposed reduction. Mr. Ammon this 
afternoon stated that the total expendi- 
ture on the base to date was about 
£70,000, and that there would be a further 
sum, not yet ascertained, for closing down 
the scheme. 


The Prince of Wales. 


It is considered to be most unlikely 
that any official action will be taken in 
the House of Commons concermng the 
risks run by the Prince of Wales in 
steeplechasing, but it is understood that 
the Prime Minister will take an early 
opportunity of making representations to 
the Prince that his racing exploits are 
causing considerable anxiety in the 
country. It is not even urged that the 
Prince should be asked to give up hunt- 
ing, but there is a great difference between 
the two branches of sport, and it is 
thought that he would sacrifice racing. 
The Prince and the Prime Minister are on 
friendly terms, and it is highly probable 
that the former will listen to representa- 
tions which are guided, after all, only 
by the affection generally entertained for 


his person. 
Pablic Protests. 


The Prince's household at York House 
have received many letters on this subject, 
and they generally take the line that. the 
Prince should be asked to make it a fixed 
decision not to take part in steeplechasing 
and cross-country racing. None of this 
correspondence, however, has been laid 
before the Prince, nor has he seen what is 
in the newspapers. He is still lying in a 
darkened room, and it is possible that he 
may bé confined to bed, or, at least, to 
his room, until the end of the week. His 

rogress is perfectly normal; but, until 
“ has quite recovered, he is unlikely to 
receive y representations or able to 
make any statement regarding his inten- 
tions. 


The Peany Post. 


There was a belief at Westminster to- 
day that the Postmaster-General, having 
reported the result of his preliminary in- 
quiries on the subject of penny postage to 
the Cabinet, has been encouraged to pro- 
ceed with the proposal, although it may 
necessitate the recasting of the established 
revenue of the Post Office for next year. 
The Government, doubtless, is influenced 
as much by the popularity among the 
general public of such a reduction as by 
the requests from the business community 
for the restoration of the penny for 
postal purposes. The plan of cash-on- 
delivery for parcels sent through the post 
has not made so great an appeal to the 
Government. It is a matter involving 4 
more elaborate system of accountancy 
than that at present practised, and as a 
revenue producer its value is problema- 
tical. The general expectation is that the 
penny post will be re-established and that 
an announcement wil] be made to the 
effect that further inquiries are being 
made with regard to the “c.o.d. ' scheme 
for parcels. 

Leprosy in Nigeria. 

Striking figures come to hand from 
official sources respecting the prevalence 
of leprosy in Nigeria, and emphasising 
the need for the recently inaugurated cam- 


peign to rid the Empire of this scourge.

total 33,000; but, 
while it is pointed out that diseases re- 
sembling leprosy may ibly be included 
in these figures, it is given as certain that 
large numbers of lepers in the early stages 
of the disease are not included. Sir Hugh 
Clifford, the Governor, who is expected 
in England shortly, and is keenly in- 
terested in the problem, will confer with 
the Leprosy Réliet Association 2 to the 
best methods of applying the new cure 
and the other preventive measures recently 
recommended by the Association. 


Paris Taxicabs. 


Travellers who arrived in London from 
Paris to-day state that the streets of the 
French capital have never presented a 
more orderly appearance than yesterday, 
when the taxi-cab drivers, who are such 
a distinctive feature of Parisian life, were 
on strike. Paris without its recklessly 
driven taxi-cab is almost unimaginable, 
The strike was occasioned by the addition 
of a fee of twenty centimes to the ordi- 
nary fare. The fee represents the increase 
which has been made in the charge for 
accommodation upon the street cab ranks. 
As in London, it has been found that 
any increase of this character is, in the 
great majority of cases, deducted from the 
tip given by the passenger, and, in effect, 
the increase is paid by the driver:

FROM TIBET, 


SEEKING SANCTUARY 
IN CHINA. 


With reference to ramours recently current 
as to the escape from his monastery at Tashi 
Lampo, two hundred miles from Lhasa, the 
capital of Tibet, of the Tashi Lama, Reuter’s 
Agency learns that details have now been re- 
ceived of his successful flight into British 
territory. 

The Tashi Lama, who is one of the two 
spiritual heads of Tibet, fled, it appears, 
from his monastery owing to alleged indigni- 
ties, which made his position very difficult. 
After effecting his escape, he made a long 
and adventurous journey in disguise. 

Un his departure becoming known, orders 
were sent from Lhasa to the Tibetan frontier 
officials to a the Lama, but owing to the 

-ecautions taken by him, he and his party 

ad safely reached British territory by the 
tame the orders reached the officials. He 
has since arrived at Calcutta, 
sailed for China, his intention bei ig to seek 
shelter in the Buddhist Monastery at Peking. 

It was at first reported that an upheaval 
had occurred in Tibet after the flight of the 
Tashi Lama, but this is not mentioned in the 
latest. news from India. 

*"In the hierarchical system of the Tibetan 
variety of Buddhism there are two 3 7 
heads, the Dalai Lama and the Tashi Lama, 
in whom Buddha is supposed to be incarnate. 
Nominally, the two ana are co-egual in 
authority and rank, but the Dalai Lama is in 
reality the more powerful. He resides at 
the Potala Monastery, near Lhasa, and is the 
acknowledged head of Buddhists in Mongolia 
and China, as well as being the political 
head of the Tibetan State.

Viscount FitzAlen of Derwent, in the 
House of Lords last night, called atten- 
tion to words used in the House on the 5th 
March by Lord Muskerry in connection with 
the conduct of Sir Alfred Cope, Assistant 
Under-Secretary for Ircland. He said that 
on that occasion Lord Muskerry alleged that 
Sir Alfred, when serving as an Under-Secre- 
tary for Ireland, under Mr. Lloyd George, 
attended meetings of the heads of depart- 
ments to consider the best means of restor- 
ing law and order in Ireland. Having 
obtained full information, he conveyed it to 
the Sinn Fein leaders, with the resuit that 
the plans came to aaught, and in some cases 
officers and men lost their lives. If these 
words were true, said Lord FiizAlan, the 
person to whom they related ought to be” 
shot. Sir Alfred had challenged Lord Mus- 
kerry to repeat his statement outside the 
House, but no reply had been received. He 
FitzAlan) now called upon Lord 
Muskerry either to substantiate his statement, 
or repeat it outside the House, and let the 
law take its course. 

Lord Muskerry said that he did not know 
Sir Alfred Cope, The statement he made 
on March 5th was made in all honesty, on 
the strength of statements made to him by 
people whom he knew.  Hecould not give the 
names of these people, Since the last debate he 
had received letters from ex-oflicers of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary who were in Dublin 
at the time, and they made the most damning 
statements. But the communications were 
marked private and confidential, and he could 
not make use of them. 

He suggested that the Government should 
appoint a committee to investigate what took 
place between 1919 and the Treaty, at the end 
of 1921. Sir A Cope could appear before the 
Committee, and if he cleared himself.he (Lord 
Muskerry) would be the first to apologise. He 
was certainly not going to repeat his state- 
ment outside. 

The Lord Chancellor said that it was the 
business of the Government to protect civil 
servants. The procedure of Lord Muckerry in 
refusing to give the names of his witnesses or 
to repeat his statements outside was perfectly 
unjustifiable. (Hear, hear.) The noble lord 
had no right to attack the character of an 
experienced civil servant unless he was pre- 
pared to justify to the full what he had said, 
(Hear, hear.) A court of law was the proper 
place where such an issue should be tried. 
The Government would not appoint a com- 
mittee of enquiry. ee 

The Lond Chancellor commended the actio1 
taken by Sir A. Cope in the negotiations lead- 
ing up to the Treaty. 

The Marquis Curazon called upon Lord 
Muskerry to withdraw his statements if he 
was not willing to substantiate them or repent 
them outside. _ If he did not do that, he 
(Lord Curzon) would have to consult with 
the Government as to any future action, which 
the House, in its own self-protection, should 
take. 

Lord Muskerry said that after what Lord 
Curzon had said he certainly beeged to with- 
draw the statements he had made.

TAYLOR ART ‘BEQUEST. 


AWARDS OF SCHOLARSHIPS 
AND PRIZES. 


The annual adjudication of works sub- 
mitted in competition for the scholarships and 
prizes offered under the Taylor Bequest, for 
the promotion of fine arts in Ireland, was 
held at Leinster House, Dublin, on Tuesday. 

A eum of £120, arising out of the bequest 
of the late Captain George Archibald Taylor, 
with £10 voted by the Royal Dublin Society 
out of the “California Fund,” was offered in 
competition at the exhibition as follows :— 
Scholarshins—£50 in Class 1, £50 in Class 2. 
Prizes—£10 in either Class 1 or 2, £10 in 
Class 3, and £10 in Class 4. 

Candidates were required to submit for 
examination a work in the following classes :— 

Class 1—Painting—A composition or sub- 
ject picture, in oil or water-colour, size not 
larger than 26 by 28 inches, and not smaller 
than 24 by 16 inches. Subjects—For figure 
painters, ““A Public Meeting " ; for landscape 
painters, “‘ A Gale.” 

Class 2—Modelling—A statuette, not ex- 
ceeding 36 inches in extreme height. Sub- 
ject—“ Noon.” Each exhibitor was also re- 
quired to submit a study of a head, life-size, 
in basso rehevo, 

Class 3—Water-colours—The work not to be 
larger than 24 by 30 inches, and not smaller 
than 18 by 24 inches. Subjects—For figure 
painters, ‘‘A Railwav Station ' ; for landscape 
painters, “A Mountain.” 

Class 4—Optional, the selection of the sub- 
ject being left entirely open to the student. 

The following recommendations were made 
unanimously by the judges present—Messrs. 
Jack B. Yeats, R.H.A., and Lucius O’Cal- 
lachan, R.H.A.—and confirmed by the 
Managers of the Trust — 

“The jadges recommend that the scholar- 
ship in Class 1 be awarded to the painter of 
No. 32 (Maurice J. McGonigal, a student at 
the .detropolitan School of Art, Dublin), and 
that the scholarship in Class 2 be awarded to 
the modeller of No. 54 (Miss Hilda Roberts, 
a student at the Metropolitan School of Art, 
Dablin). 

‘They recommend that the prize of £10 
offered in either Class 1 or Class 2 be awarded 
to the painter of No. 35 (Henry C. O'Donnell, 
a student at the Metroplitan School of Art, 
Dublin), and that the £10 offered in Class ó 
be awarded to the painter of No. 62 (Erin 
Lindegaard, a student at the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin), and the £10 in Class 
4 to the painter of No. 51 (George Collie, a 
student at the Metropolitan School of Art, 
Dublin). 

“The judges considered that the works sub- 
mitted for the scholarships in painting show 
a high standard of observation, and in almost 
all cases an adequate realisation of the subject 
set. The entries in Class 2 are also of very 
considerable merit.”’

“SETTING THE HEATHER AFIRE.” 


“ But when this personnel, or members of 
this personnel, without consultation with the 
Government, without consultation with the 
General Officer Commanding the Defence 
Forces appointed by the Government, take a 
particular action caleulated to have possibly 
& grave reaction within the Army and 
throughout the country, calculated perhaps to 
set the heather afire, the heather that we 
have been so assiduously attempting.to quench 
and damp down, then a different set of cir- 
cumstances arises.

“ CLEAVAGES.” 

“ Let me also say that while we never got 
any definite official information from the 
Minister for Defence that that was so. the 
view was gradually borne in on the minds 
of at least some members of the Executive 
Conncil, that there existed in the Army 
factions, Organisations, socdieties—call them 
what you wish, cleavages perhaps—combina- 
tions, at any rate, that should not exist.

“Naturally, with diffidence as being

Relieving Officer McGuinness failed in hus 
duty in not investigatiyg the cases in the 
manner prescribed in the General Regulations. 
The facility in which relkef could be obtained 
in his district created a stimulus to further 
applications, so that the anormal increase in 
the number of cases and expenditure incurred 
was tu, For the half-year ended ó0th 
September, 1923, the records showed that 268 
eases were relieved at a cost of £5,178, ar 
compared with 154 cases at a cost of £1,629 
for the corresponding period in 1922. That 
state of affairs was due to the regrettable 
action of certain Guardians, who actually as- 
sisted in and condoned the misconduct of this 
official, thereby encouraging wholesale ex- 
travagance. 

THE OFFICER'S BOOKS. 
An examination of the Application and 
Report Book of the relieving officer revealed 
that relief was ' purported to be authorised ' 
by Mr, R. O’Donohue, P.L.G., i all trans- 
fers for the current half-year, and in 44 new 
eases, but the records showed that this 
Guardian was not present at the nreetings of 
the Admission Board op the dates st out op- 
posite each case.

THE PAYMENT OF RELIEF. 

It appeared from the statements made dur- 
ing the audit that some of the relief was paid 
at the bar in Inchicore Club, in contravention 
of Article 48, No. 6, of the General Regula- 
tions, Another irregularity was the leaving 
of relief money with Miss O’Connor, P.L.G., 
to be called for by the applicants. It was 
the practice in the Dublin Union for outdoor 
relief to be paid in cash. Relieving Officer 
McGuinness only allowed a small proportion 
of the amount in cash, giving an order check 
for the balance, to be presented to traders 
in the district, with whom he had made the 
necessary arrangements to honour same. He 
received every week a cheque for the full 
amount of relief, but he paid only a small 
portion in cash to the applicants, and, as the 
traders’ aceounts Pada | that there wag over 
£400 unpaid at the close of the audit, it was 
obvious that he utilised the money for pur- 
poses other than that for which it was 
authorised. Mr. O’Donohuve, P.L.G., dis- 
tributed relief in kind and cash, although he 
admitted it was not in accordance with the 
resolutions of the Guardians. 

The records of the Relieving Officer were 
erroneous, as they showed that all relief was 
peg in cash, and he did not inform his execu- 
method adopted by him. 
ngequently the checking of the books was 
valueless, as they were not the true accounts 
of hig expenditure. Investigations made by 
the supervisors and statements obtained at the 
audit disclosed that there were 22 cases re- 
corded in the outdoor relief list to date, as 
recipients of outdoor relief to whom pay- 
mite. n had not been made for considerable 
periods. The Relieving Officer could not ex- 
plain this extraordinary state of affairs. ‘The 
auditor found it necessary to make the follow- 
ing charges under Section 20 Local Govern-

TYPICAL CASES. 

The deplorable conditions of the affairs of

Records show that this 
man had been paid relief, though he, himself, 
stated that he had not received same until it 
was granted to him by the Commissioners 
after the suspension of the Relieving Officer. 

(5) Mary Bowling received relief until 30th 
September, 1925. 
peid up to date, 

4) Mary Murray received relief until Ist 
February, 1923, when she informed the Re- 
lieving Officer that she no longer required it, 
and did not receive it subsequently. Records 
show that relief was paid to her to date, 

(5) Julia Geaghegan—Recorded as destitute, 
and allowed lls. per week outdoor relief. 
Investigation showed that £3 Ss. per week was 
received by this family as a result of earnings. 

(6) Francis McVeeney—-Described as residing 
at 21 Ring terrace, and receiving 7s. 6d. per 
week outdoor relief. Investigation showed that 
this appueant was in the Royal Hospital since 
órd August, 1922, but used to call to the dis- 
pensary jor it. 

Several other cases were reported. 

The supervisors inquired into 230 cases, and 
as a feault of their investigations the Com: 
missioners decided to strike off 101 cases and 
to reduce the allowances in 35 cases. The 
fact that the Commissioners could do this was 
a criterion of the inefficient and careless 
manner in which the Relieving Officer per-

HOUSING BILL. 
LABOUR PARTY’S CRITICISM. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3 o'clock. 

When the Housing Bill came up for se¢ond 
reading, the Chairman explained that Presi- 
dent Cosgrave, who, unfortunately, was un- 
able to be present owing to illness, wanted 
the second reading and the Committee stage 
passed this week. They should proceed with 
the second reading, and the President might 
be able to attend the House for the Com- 


expression of regret at the cause of President 
Cosgrave’s absence. When introducing the 
bill the President stated that it was proposed 
with a view to alleviating unemployment, to 
providing houses at prices which those who 
would use them could pay, and generally to 
cive some help towards better business. 
£300,000 would be provided for the purpose 
making grants or giving subsidies to 
private persons or speculators, in order to 
build houses or reconstruct existing dwell- 
ings. £250,000 of the £500,000 was proposed 
for the provision of these subsidies for the 
purpose of encouraging the building of houses 
for the working classes. The principle under- 
lying the bull was a departure from the usual 
practice. E 
Mr. Farren &ent on to refer to the million 
pounds which the Government voted for hous- 
ig two years ago, and alleged that the 
failure of that scheme was due in a large 
measure to the attitude of the Local Govern- 
nent Board with regard to plans. In the 
circumstances, he said, 1t was not fair to 
blame the local authorities. If an inquiry 
were instituted he would be able to prove his 
charges up to the hilt. ' 


STRONG DOUBTS. 


The President had said that he expected to 
have 3,000 houses built under this bill in 
twelve months. He (Mr. Farren) hoped that 
he would, but nad his doubts. The British 
Ministry had endeavoured to solve the prob- 
lem by a similar system. The outcome was 
that 70 houses were built in Dublin during 
the three years that the grant had been in 
operation. 

Proceeding, Senator Farren said that there 
had been a good deal of misrepresentation in 
statements appearing in the Press to the 
effect that houses could be built im other 
places much cheaper than they could in this 
country. He had noticed that a Minister of 
the British Government, in replying to a 
question, stated that 63,000 houses had 
been built in Great’ Britain under 
the Housing “Act of 1921, at an 

in cost of £1,041 each. He 

ggested that under the circumstances they 

vould have done better than that in this 
untry. 

The method proposed in this bill would 
never solve the problem. It was merely 
tinkering with it. The only way the problem 
would be solved was, not by giving subsidies 
to speculative builders, but by the setting up 
of a national housing authority. Under this 
bill not three per cent. of the working 
classes would be in a position to purchase 
nouses. 

Under the bill the total subsidy on a £10 
valuation house would be £300, counting that 
from the Government and from the local 
authority, plus the remission of rates. He 
suggested that the period to whic the let- 
ting or selling of houses at a fixed figure is 
restricted by the bill should be extended. 


 WHAT IS THE POLICY? 


Sir John Keane said that there were cer- 
tain aspects of the bill which made him very 
uneasy, and his anxiety was expressed in 
certain amendments which he had tabled. 
Broadly, he would like to know what was 
the Government's policy? Did they think 
that they could solve the problem by State 
schemes, or did they consider that those 
schemes merely as an interregnum, while 
honestly trying to get back to private enter- 
If private mó Be in building 


prise ? 
they propose to 


were their policy, how di 
attain it? 

In the bill there were certain features 
which were the very negation of private en- 
terprise, and were calculated to deter private 
t-uilders. There were, he considered, dis- 
tinctly Socialistic tendencies in the bill, and, 
undoubtedly, Socialism was the greatest 
enemy of the State. It would be necessary 
for the House to examine those tendencies 
very closely, and, if necessary, to amend 
them. 

H:» first dealt with the question of the 
fixed price, and said that the experience of 
fixing prices during the war was that prices 
went up. The fixing of prices would in- 
volve the going into the whole question very 
minutely all along the line, with the appoint- 
nient of a large number of Government 
officials, ahd a large amount of Government 
nterference. They had learned during the 
war that the one thing that Government 
interference did was to frighten away capital. 
ile quoted the attempt to fix the price of 
bread, which resulted in an increase. He 
was afraid that the bill had already done the 
harm of frightening the.private builder. It 
should be their interest to encourage capital 
o come to those shores and develop business. 
he bill contained much to make still more 
remote the day when private enterprise would 

e the housing problem. 


ALLOCATION OF MONEY. 

He asked how the Government grant was 
t be allocated; and whether there was any 
scheme prepared under which the areas most 
cequiring the assistance offered were going to 
get it. Was the principle going to be: first 
come first served? He agreed with Senator 
Farren that there lay danger in giving power 
of sale within two years. The Government 
should reserve some lien for sale. He wag also 
anxious for information as to the financing of 
the bill, whether it would be by borrowing 
or out of revenue, 

He especially emphasised the danger of the 
posta interference in the schemes of the 
ocal authorities who, under the bill, were 
offered temptations to add to. the 
heavy burden of the rates. 

The final question was, could the great 
demand for houses be met by the free play 
of economic forces. The answer to that ques- 
tion largely rested with labour. The prices 
of building materials, of cement, timber, 
bricks had not doubled since July, 1914. In 
shose materials foreign competition was 
operating to keep down prices. In the skilled 
trades wages had increased two and a-half 
times since before the war, and unskilled 
labour was worse. In addition there had been 
a 12 per cent. decrease in the number of 
hours worked.

ATTACK ON EMPLOYERS. 
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failure of the private builder. He quoted the 
cost prices of -building matérials in March 
of last year, showing that those were more 
than doubled. 

The great difficulty was that in this country 
employers do not believe in a reasonable profi. 
They were all of the get-rich-quickly type. It 
was a notorious fact that Irish industries had 
been ruined ri this characteristic of Irish em- 
Ployers, and that Irish seaside-and other holi- 
day resorts had been deserted bechuse of the 
extravagant charges of the hotel-keepers. It 
all arose from the Irish desire to amass a for- 
tune speedily. 

Mr. John Bagwell said that it would be a 
pity to presume with Senator O'Farrell that 
private building enterprise had failed. He 
suggested that but for so much legislation 
more houses would have been built 

The bill passed the second stage without 
further question. 

The House then took up the Committee stage 
of the Firearms (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 
1924, which was passed without discussion. 


MINISTRIES BILL. 


TRANSPORT PROBLEM. 


The Committee stage of the Ministers and 
Secretaries Bill, 1923, was next taken. and, 
in the absence of the President, the Attorney- 
General was invited to be present while the 
bill was under discussion. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment to 
Section I., Clause VII.,. to delete the word 
*““ transport.”” The effect. of this, said Mr. 
O'Farrell, would be to take the question of 
transport out of the department of Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce. Later on he 
would move an amendment to provide for 
the establishment of a ‘Ministry of Transport, 
which would deal with all transport matters. 
and also with t and telegraphs. 

The re-organisation of the railways of the 
State, which they understood the Government 
would soon propose, would. not be of very 
much effect unless there was an over-riding 
Government authority to hold the balance 
between the various forms of transport, and 
endeavour as far as possible to give the 
cheapest and most efficient transport service. 
They had a Minister for the Post Office, and 
he contended that the question of transport 
had a far greater claim to a Minister than the 
Post ce. Transport and communications 
should be dealt with by one ministry and one 
department, and the Post Office should only 

a department within the ministry. 

Mr. uglas said that he sympathised a 
great deal with Mr. 0’Farrell’s amendment, 
and that the question should be very carefully 
considered. 

The Attorney-General said that this was 
an organising bill for dividing the depart- 
ments of the State. One, two or three de- 
partments might be assigned to a particular 
person. Possibly the Postmaster-General 
might have assigned to him one or two de- 
partments. The feature of the bill was its 
elasticity, and it was possible either to re- 
group the departments, or, under a later 
section, to sub-divide a department and take 
an intact section and put it into another de- 
partment or under another Minister. 


STRONG OPPOSITION. 


Mr. John Ba etrongly opposed the 
amendment. e considered that such an 
arrangement between the Post Office and the 
transport would.be in the highest degree 
objectionable. The purport of the amendment 
was to set up a Ministry of Transport, which 
would include the Post Office. The Post 
Office was a Government department and 
was quite different from the other. The 
transport department would be a controllin 
department rather than, what he might call, 
an operating ment. The Post Office 
handied its own business,¢was responsible for 
it and for the money it made, lost and spent. 
The other, a controlling department, had to 
do with industries and businesses run with 
other people’s money, and the two things 
seemed to him ‘to b incapable of being 
assimilated in one ministry with satisfaction. 

The Earl of Mayo said that he sympathised 
with Senator O’Farrall's amendment, but dis- 
agreed with him when he suggested that the 
Postmaster-General should have anything to 
do with transport. (Laughter.) 

The Right Hon. A. Jameson said that 
about what the Attorney-General stated about 
the shuffling about of these various duties 
to the various Ministers, he took it that if 
the bill was passed these duties could only be 
shuffled by the Executive; or by the 
President, and neither House, no matter how 
it wished, could get an opportunity of 
altering the schedules of the Act, once they 
passed the bill. 

The Attorney-General, replying, said that 
there would be sections of administration, 
more or less intact units which, under Section 
12, it would be possible by an order, which 
should be laid on the table of both Houses, 
to transfer from one ministry to another. The 
ordinary course would be that the 
President elected by the Dail would select 
what departments he proposed to have 
administered within the Executive Council 
by the Executive Ministers. These would 
naturally be the departments as regarded 
which he and his Government had a policy. 
Other departments would remain outside, and 
the Dail could, by Committees elected on the 
onereerer representation system, appoint 
Ministers to whom the Dail could assign one 
or two or more departments to be dealt with 
by external Ministers. 

The Chairinan—These seem to be all covered 
by Section 12 of the bill. 

Dr. Yeates said that, with regard to the 
National Gallery and the Museum, he would 
like to ask if the Government would not keep 
them within the purview of a Minister be- 
longing to the Executive Council? If the Go- 
vernment had no licy concerning the 
National Gallery or the Museum would they 
hand them over to the Minister for Fisheries— 
(laughter)—to the Minister for Agriculture, or 
to the Minster for Defence? (Laughter.) 

Mr. O'Farrell said that he could assure the 
House that he had no intention of introducing 
& Transport and Communications Bill there, 
although he could inform the Attorney- 
General that 20 or 30 members of his (the Go- 
venment) party would have voted for the bill 
if the Governemnt Whips had been taken off, 

The amendment was lost on a show of 


hands. 
AN EQUAL VOTH. 


Sir John Keane moved an amendment, 
which in substance would give every depart- 
ment a certain estimate to work within, and 
would remove from its Minister the necessity 
of having to apply to the Minister for Finance 
for the filling of every petty post, even a 
temporary one. The amount of writing be- 
tween the Minsitry for Finance and the other 
Ministers on questions of petty detail 
was appalling. His amendment would allow 
a Minister very wide discretion within the 
limits of the amount allocated for his depart- 
ment, The question of financial control of 
every little thing led to perpetual internal 
friction among departments.

EMPLOYMENT OF 


DEMOBILISED SOLDIERS. 


The Speaker being in the chair in the Dail 
at three o'clock yesterday, 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
replying to a question which had been 

dressed to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce (who was sitting a little way 
behind) by Alderman Alfred bhen, said that, 
the Ministry for Industry and Commerce had 
not received a requisition from the Ministry 
of Defence in reference to the provision of 
employment for demobilised soldiers. 

The Executive Council had considered pro- 
posals for absorbing demobilised men into 
employment, and certain measures had been 
adopted—({1) Preference to be given to de- 
mobilised soldiers in temporary employment 
in Government Departments. (2) A pet- 
centage of appointments in the public service, 
filled. by competitive examinations, had been 

rovided for demobilised soldiers. (3) Pre- 
erence to be given in Government éontracts 
to firms employing demobilised men. (4) 
RS teen had been circulated to. public bodies 
and other employers, requesting them to re- 
instate in their employment men who had been 
demobilised, and that preference be given to 
demobilised men in filling up-vacancies, (5) 
It was a condition governing grants that were 
made available for road work that preference 
should be given to demobilised men, and the 
same thing would apply to work done out of 
public fands. The Minister further said that 
a re-settlement section had been established 
in the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, in 
conjunction with the Ministry of Defence, 
which would have the special duty of en- 
deavouring to procure employment for 
demobilised men, and in this way employment 
had been found for over two d men 
since demobilisation began. 

Alderman Byrne asked if the Minister’ was 
aware that a number of employers, including 
some public bodies, had refused to reinstate 
demobilised men who had left their employ- 
ment in answer to the call to arma. 

Mr. O’Higgins replied that he was not per- 
sonally aware of that, but if it was a fact he 
would bring it to the notice of the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce.

He intended. to make assistant surveyors 
whole-time officers. 

It was only in extreme cases that he was 
in favour of abolishing local authorities. The 
Commissioner system was not an ideal one; 
it was a temporary expedient to meet the 
peculiar conditions of the time. With regard 
to the housing policy, he was in thorough 
agreement with the President in his housing 
scheme. 

The Government had to meet the challenges 
of two extreme sections—one desiring a paper 
Republic and the other holding out the ideals 
of the Red Flag.
